‘‘Bhe only: stipulation I ask in mak- 
ing property purchases from those who 
think assessments for a parkway would 
ruin them,’’ Dr. Hill sair, ‘is that .the 
property is included in the benefit dis- 
trict and pays a special assessment.

“bluff.” 

An Arizona Experiment. 

Dr. Hill described how he bought two 
lots in Tucson, Ariz., when the city built 
the military square about 15 years ago, 
and levied an assessment of 100 per cent 
on all neighboring property. It was a 
boom time for Tucson, but rone of the 
other property increased in value as 
‘much as that which abutted on the 
square. 

Dr. Hill bought one lot for $500, paid 
a $500 assessment on it and sold in less 
less than five years for $300. He 
bought another lot nearby for $300, paid 
a $300 tax on it, and sold it later for 
$170. 

He told of other such investments in 
Seattie, when Jackson street was being 
transformed into a boulevard at heavy

German Plan Is to Move Out From Dixmude. 

‘The official communication given out in Paris last night elaims that 
the invaders throughout the day continued their efforts of the day before 
without achieving any fresh result, and declares that the German effort is to 
move out from Dixmude along the left bank of the Yaer. 

For the moment the Russian pursuit along the Silesia front has slackened. 
The Germans are making efforts further to strengthen their lines of for- 
tresses, anticipating a Russian invasion, aud the marvelous system of 
strategic railroads extending along the line of fortresses between Graudenz, 
Thorn, Posen and Cracow will enable them to bring up reixforcements so 
rapidly that the German center is not tikely again to be exposed to the 
weakness which led to the retreat before Warsaw. 


The rumor persists 'n London that the 
German Crown Prince was in command 
of the German center which gave way 
before the Russian assault outside of 
Warsaw and he is being blamed for this 
reverse. 

A dispatch received here from Petro- 
grad declared that the dissensions be- 
tween Gen. von Hindenberg, command- 
er of the German forces in East Prus- 
sia, and Gen. Danki, the Austrian com- 
mander, were so acute that Austrian 
officera were refusing longer to co-oper- 
ate with the German staff.

Heavy Movement of Troops. 

Aviators report the movement of 
troops and heavy guns on a large scale 
in the interior of Belgium, some going 
toward Germany, others toward Ant- 
werp and yet others toward Courtrai. 
The explanation of this movement ap- 
rears to be that solid troops, capable of 
operating in the open, are being sent 
to Eastern Prussia, their places in the 
trenches being taken by less trained 
men. The guns going to Antwerp, itis 
believed here, are due to a desire to 
have a strong flank position against the 
allies in case they advance of -Bris- 
sels. 

The object of the continuous German 
attacks in Belgium and in the Armente- 
ries region, according to some of the 
French military critics, is to achieve a 
real victory which will oblige the allies’ 
left to fall back in order to reorganize 
and repair its losses. The Germans 
then would leave gs small a force as 
they deemed safe to hold the allies and 
send the rest against Russia.:

the King’s household, Lady Arthur 
Paget, Lady Randolph Churchill and 
Mrs. Louis Harcourt, the last three 
members of the hospital committee. 

On the arrival at the hospital, Dr. 
Howard N. Beale and the other sur- 
geons and nurses, all of whom are 
Americans, were presented to the 
Queen, who remained for two hours 
visiting the wards, talking to the 
wounded and presenting them with 
pipes, cigarettes, shirts and mufflers. The 
Queen was enthusiastic in her praise 
of the beautiful hospital, which is the 
private estate of a Paris singer of a 
well-known American family and which 
he has given for the use of the Amer- 
ican women. 

Only seriously wounded privates are 
sent to Paignton, the American wom- 
en feeling that they have the greatest 
need of sea air. Practically all the pa- 
tients are bedridden. The Queen did not 
Jverlook a man. She chatted with men 
injured at Mons, Courtrai and Ypres, 
discussing those battles and the condi- 
tions under which the men were wound- 
ed, congratulatirg them on their valor 
and thanking them for thair services to 
the nation.

German Craft Goes Almost to the Coast at the 
Watering Place of Deal and Torpedoes Old 
Ship, Which Goes Down in View of Thou- 
sands on Shore— All Her Officers and 77 of 


Crew Are Saved.

LONDON, Nov. 12.—A German submarine yesterday came 
right up to the English coast, 70 miles from London, and sank the 
British torpedo gunboat Niger while she was lying off Deal in the 
Downs over the pier head. Thousands of persons at Deal saw the 


sinking. 

Deal is a watering place eight miles 
nertheast of Dover, and the skill and 
daring of her pilots are proverbial. 
Nearly a hundred ships were anchored 
io the Downs at the time of the disas- 
ter. This was the first time a German 
submarine had pentetrated the Downs. 


Officers and Crew Saved. 

The Admiralty in announcing the loss 
of the ship said: 

“The Niger, Lieutenant-Commander 
Arthur T. Mule, was torpedoed Wednes 
day morning in the Downs. All the 
officers and 77 of the crew were saved. 
Four men were injured. It is thought 
that there was no loss of life. The 
Niger has beep employed in semi-com- 
batant duties.” 

At noon yesterday an explosion was 
heard, dense columns of smoke rose and 
the Niger almost immediately began to 
go down by the bows. Though partly 
hidden by clouds of smoke and stearr., 
the stern of the Niger was seen to rise 
gradually until the greater. length of 
her keel was visible. Then she slid 
beneath the water, 20 minutes after she 
was struck.

HAT must now immediately 
interest the observers of the 
great war is the effect upon 
Austria of the crushing defeats of 
recent days in Poland and in Galicia 
alike. Petrograd already opens tiie 

question, with the suggestion tkat 

there is a break between Austrian 
and German high command, that 

Austrian armies have refused to fol- 
low German strategy further, and 
that in Vienna there is bitter cen- 
sure of the German invasion of Po- 
land. 

It is not necessary to credit all or 
much of this. Yet it is perfectly 
plain that Austrian conditions, after 
have again be- 
come well-nigh desperate. No better 
indication of this can be demanded 
than the dispatch from Rome this 
morning repeating a Vienna official 
statement which, in sum, concedes 
the return of Russian troops to Bu- 
kowina and Western Galicia. 

This admission means that two 
Austrian provinces have been for a 
second time almost completely evac- 
uated. Save for the invested fortress 
of Przemys!l, and for the passes of 
the Carpathians and the immediate 
environs of Cracow. Galicia and 
Bukowina are now in the hands of 
the Czar. 

Invasions Now Balance. 

This conquest is, in itself, consid- 
erable. The combined area of Gali- 
cia and Bukowina is 36,00 square 
miles, or three times that of Bel- 
gium; the aggregate population §,- 
000,000, against 7,500,000 for Belgium, 
and perhaps 1,500,000 for the districts 
in France now occupied by the Ger- 
mans. 

But neither population nor terri- 
tory measures the extent of the dis- 
aster to Francis Joseph, incident 
to the conquest of his Eastern Prov- 
inces. In the various operations his 
armies have three times suffered ter- 
rible defeat, at Lemberg in the open- 
ing days; at Rawaruska, Jarosiau, 


the 


Posen, but today, Nov. 12, the Aus- 
trians are in a worse position than 
on Sept. 12, and the Russian tidal 
wave has set a new mark. 
Meantime, looking south toward 
Servia, what is the situation? On 
July 2% Austria declared war upon 
Servia, and almost immediately Aus- 
trian cannon began to play on Bel- 
grade. But now, with four months 
nearly gone, Belgrade still holds out. 


- On Aug. 21 the Servians brought toa 


close the battle of the Jedar by rout- 
ing four Austrian army corps. This 
morning Austrian dispatches an- 
nounce that their armies are making 
successful progress on this same bat- 
tlefield, and the Servian dispatches 
deny it. 

In this time the fighting has been 
mainly on Austrian soil, in Bosnia 
and Herzegovina. Montenegrin 
troops haye penetrated nearly to 
Serajevo before they were checked, 
Servian troops have taken Semlin 
and Fotcha. At’ the end of four 
months Servia, ,far from being 
crushed, seems to keep the field in 
full strength. In a Balkan winter, 
now begun, there is little prospect of 
a successful invasion of the Servian 
mountains. 

Neighbors Susceptible. 

On the Danube and the Vistula, 
Austria has failed. Meantime, her 
neighbors, Italy and Rumania, con- 
tinue to look with unmistakable in- 
terest on Austrian provinces popu- 
lated by those who speak the Ital- 
jan and Roman tongues. Dalmatia, 
Trieste, the Trentino, Transylvania, 
these are prizes to be had almost 
for the taking now, it would seem. 

A few weeks ago Rumania seemed 
on the point of joining the allies. 
Petrograd frankly said that Buko- 
wina, then in Russian hands, would 
be the immediate reward. Promptly 
thereafter the German invasion tem- 
porarily changed the face of the 
eastern situation. But only tempo- 
rarily, for today Russian troops are 
in Czernowitz, Bukowina is being re- 
conquered. Will Rumanian royalty 
be able to withstand the pressure of 
nationa] ambition much longer? 


Looking toward the Balkans, it is 


Bulgar acquisition of the treaty of 
Bucharest, in part at least. 

A real partition of Austria, then, is 
already proceeding © behind 
scenes. It has begun, in fact, for 
Galicia and Bukowina are as good as 
lost, there are Servian troops in 
Bosnia, and the allied fleet is ham- 
mering away at Cattaro. From Rentie 
comes the sugestion that Russia and 
Italy are negotiating on a minimum 
‘‘window on the sea’’ for the south- 
ern Slavs, which shall include Dal- 
matian coasts from the mouth of the 
Narenta to Albania, the balance of 
Dalmatia to be Italian. 

All Austria’s neighbors must profit 
by her ruin. And the Slavs within 
her borders have aJlmost equal in- 
terest in her defeat. The report of 
mutiny among Czech regiments does 
not down. The enthusiasm of the 
Ruthenians of Lemberg for the in- 
vader is well attested. Italian-speak- 
ing towns of the Trentino and Is- 
tria have beckoned to their brethren 
of the Peninsula to complete the 
making of Italy. 

An Incoherent Empire. 

These circumstances combine to 
give to the latest Austrian defeat 
a value not yet discoverable in the 
German reverses. ‘nternally, Aus- 
tria is incoherent, undermined by 
rivalries and disloyalties. Only her 
Hungarian and German-speaking 
troops are wholly reliable. and the 
best of these have fallen along the 
Jedar, the San and the Vistula in 
terrible defeats. 

It is toward Austria, then, in the 
next few weeks that attention will 
be directed. Outwardly there are 
signs that point almost unmistaka- 
bly to the crumbling of the Haps- 
burg ediffce. It was the missiog of 
Austria, in the strategy of the Aus- 
tro-German alliance, to hold Russia 
while Germany crushed France. Aus- 
tria failed; her failure insured the 
German failure at the Marne. Now 
again the problem for Berlin is posed 
—can the Kaiser save his venerable 
and shaken Hapsburg ally, Francis 
Joseph?

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PARKWAY COULD 
BE OPENED IN 1917 


2500 Condemnation Suits to Be 
Filed After Passage of 
Improvement Bill. 


Within two-and-one-half years, or in 
the spring of 1917, there will be a park- 


wary of trees and flowers and grass 
from Twelfth street to Grand avenue, 
instead of the two rows of low, black 
ramshackle buildings between Market 
and Chestnut streets and Lawton ave- 
nue and: Pine street, ‘if the Municipal 
Assembly passes without delay the 
pending parkway Dill. 

City Counselor Baird, who will direct 
the operation of the legal machinerv 
to acquire the land for the parkway, 
and President Kinsey of the Board of 
Public Service, who will wreck the 
buildings and construct the parkway, 
in anticipation of the enactment of the 
ordinance, have made extensive prep- 
arations to push the work to comple- 
tion. 

As soon as the parkway bill is passed 
by the Municipal Assembly, City Coun- 
selor Baird will begin the investigation 
of titles to ascertain the names of the 
owners, leaseholders and mortgage 
holders of the parcels of property to ve 
taken over by the city. There will be 
about 2500 defendants to the condemna- 
tion suits. Mayor Kiel cannot sign the 
bill until 10 days after its enactment, 
and it will not become a law until 3 
days after he signs it. But within the 40 
days after the passage of the bill, the 
City Counselor will collect all of the 
information necessary for the condem- 
nation suits and will be ready to file 
them. 

It is probable that by next May the

Property Is Run Do 
In the block facing the city hae there 


is a lumber yard and a row of one and 
two-story buildings occupied by tat- 
tooers, secondhand clothing and junk 
dealers and saloon keepers. The block 
facing the new Municipal Courts Build- 
ing presents no better appearance. The 
windows of the secondhand stores are 
filled with rusty tools of every descrip- 
tion, and cast-off clothes are hung out 
in the breeze and the dust to attract 
purchasers. 

The ‘expert tattooer’’ now holds forth, 
right in front of the Mayor's office, in 
the little one-story wooden building, 
which was occupied for many years by 
an old preacher whose sign announced 
that he would ‘‘solemnize marriages ‘n 
any faith.’’ The old preacher has disap- 
peared, but the tattooer stands in the 
doorway ready to imprint his mark in- 
delibly upon all human beings who care 
to have serpent’s or dragon’s images 
worked into their skins. A. few dogrs 
away a palmist makes the windows of a 
little shop unsightly by the big black 
imprints which have been pasted upon 
the glass front. 

For many years the district has been 
regarded as dead .property. There has 
been little or no demand for the ground 
and very few sales have been made at 
any price. Most of the old residences 
are occupied by negro families. 

Bad Impression for Visitors. 

As all the visitors to the city must 
pass through this dilapidated diatrict to 
get from Union Station to the principal 
hotels, they get a bad impression of 
St. Louls. They see the city hall and 
the Municipal Courts buiidings' sur- 
rourded by negro tenements and junk 
stores. The beauty of the architecture 
of the two buildings and the landscape 
effects of the grounds upon which they 
stand is lost in the midst of such gloomy 
and uninviting surroundings. 

The residence property west of Jef- 
ferson avenue which will be taken for 
the parkway is also in very bad condi- 
tion. Many of the houses are vacant. 
The windows have been broken out, and 
they have been abandoned long since 
to the bats and owls and spiders. 

It is the opinion of the city officials 
that as soon as the parkway ordinance 
is passed there will be a demand for the 
property on both sides for high-class 
business buildings of all kinds, theaters 
and amusement houses and hotels, and 
west of Jefferson avenue for apartments 
or residences. 

Parkway a Magnet. 

The parkway, with its grass plots, its 
trees, its band stands, its tennis courts, 
its sunken gardens and fountains, will 
attract people from all parts of the 
city, and will soon become the great 
east and west thoroughfare of St. Louis. 

Mayor Kiel hag offered the sugges- 
tion that a subway might be construct- 
ed in the parkway, affording a connec- 
tion at Grand avenue for the Olive, La- 
clede and Grand car lines. The cars 
from these lines could be diverted into 
the subway and run at high speed from 
Grand avenue to some point in the 
business district to which the subway 
would be carried from Twelfth street.

As Fischer’s company did not’ take 
men over 60 years old, he, acting as 
agent, placed $20,000 each with four 
other companies.* The rhilliffiery firm 
gave the remaining $20,000 insurance di- 
rectly to another firm. 

Inquiry in business circles revealed 
that this form of insurance is becoming 
popular with big mercantile concerns, 
and that the practice of a firm insuring 
its leading efficers is fast growing to 
universal adoption. 

Besides serving as collateral for a 
loan after the first year, it is held to 
act as a “shock absorber,” so that i? 
the firm’s official dies during a national 
election, when business might be gen- 
erally disturbed, or ,in a course of a 
panic, the proceeds of the policy paid 
would be an asset which to a certain 
extent would offset the loss caused to 
the firm by the death of a valuable 
man.

British Official Report ir 


BRITISH MILITIA BATTALION, 
ENVELOPED IN FIRST FIGHT, 
COOLLY EXTRICATES ITSELF 


Narrative From Headquarters Pays Tribute to the. 
London Scottish—Some Prisoners Taken by 
English Untrained Boys of 17. 


By Associated Press. 


“Nov. '4.—Before the chronological rec- 
ord of the course of events is resumed 
@ short description will be given of the 
part in the battle played on Oct. 31 by 
the London Scottish. The occasion is 
rot looked upon as a special one be- 
cause this battalion acquitted itself well 
—for that was regarded as a matter of 
cuurse—nor because it has done better 
tnan the regular battalions, who have 


been doing as much, if not more, for 
weeks on end. It is a special event be- 
cause it forms an epoch in the military 
nistory of the British Empire and 
marks the first time that a complete 
unit of our territorial army (militia) has 
been thrown into a fight alongside its 
sister units of the regular army. Brief- 
ly, what happened was this: 

“On Saturday (Oct. 31), being ordered 
to take up a section of the firing line 
te support some of our cavalry and hav- 
ing advanced to its position under heavy 
fire from field gung, howitzers and ma- 
chine guns, the battalion reached a point 
where further movement forward was 
impossible. There it maintained itself 
until dusk, when it proceeded to en- 
trench. 

Germans Attacked All Night. 

“From 9 o’clock that night until 2 
a. m. Sunday the Germans made numer- 
ous attacks on the Scottish line, all of 
which were repulsed by rifle fire. At 2 
a. m. the; made their great effor: and .3- 
saulted the front and left of the posi- 
tion in great force. A considerable num- 
bei succeeded by a detour in getting 
around the flank of the regiment. A 
large proportion of these were engaged 
by the companies in support and re- 
seave, while others penetrated between 
the first and second lines of trenchey 
and assailed our firing line in the reap. 

“While the fighting with rifle and 
bayonet was going on, both 1n front and 
immediately »ehind the firing line, a 
reserve company still farther behind 
made repeated bayonet charges against 
the enerny who had got round, and s0 
rrevented the entire envelopment of the 
rettalion. . Behind the: firing. line the 
scene of combat was lit up by blazing 
houses which the Germans had _ ser 
alight. 

“At dawn it was discovered that large 
numbers of the enemy had, according 
to custom, worked round both flanks 
with machine guns, and a retirement 
was carried out. This was effected un- 
der a cross-fire from machine guns and 
rifles. 

‘Naturally, in an encounter of this 
nature the battalion suffered a heavy 
loss, but, though unable to maintain its 
position, it acquitted itself with gallan- 
try and coolness in a situation of pecu- 
liar difficulty, and, following the na- 
tional motto of ‘Nemo me impune la- 
cessit’ (no one attacks me with im- 
punity), inflicted far more damage on 
the enemy than it received. 

Temporarily Driven Back. 

‘To turn to the general narrative: On 
Nov. 1 the full violence of the enemy’s 
attack again fell on our left, their main 
efforts being stil] directed slightly south 
of Ypres. Such was the force of the on- 
slaught and the weight of the artillery 
supporting it that our line was tem- 
porarily driven back. It was soon re- 
adjusted, however, and by evening the 
situation in this quarter was the same 
as it had been 2% hours earlier. 

“That night some shells were thrown 
into Ypres itself. Farther to the south 
the Germans had, during the previous 
night, retaken the village of Messines 
and had also captured Wytachaete. By 
11 a. m. our cavalry, working-in co- 
operation with the French, drove them 
out of the latter place by a brilliant 


bayonet charge, but we did not occupy | 


LONDON, Nov. 12.—The Official Press Bureau issues the following de- 
seriptive account, which has been communicated by an eye-witness present 
with general headquarters and which continues and supplements the narra- 
tive published on Nov. 6 of the movements of the British force and the 
French armies in immediate touch with it: 


it. A few of the prisoners taken at this 
place were only 17 years of age and said 
that they had had practically no train- 
ing and little food. Some of them had 
never fired a rifle before. 

“The fact that Messineg still remaine. 
in hostile hands necessitated a slight 
adjustment of our front in the center. 
But apart from this there was no 
change in this quarter, the bombard- 
ment continuing all day. 

‘During the action around these two 
villages the Germans moving across 
our front suffered very greatly from 
the massed fire of our horse artillery 
at short range, but though they liter- 
ally fell in heaps they still came on 
with admirable determination. 


British Artillery Effective. 

“South of the Lys some of the 
trenches which had been lost on the 
previous night were recaptured by us; 
otherwise the situation remained as it 
had been. No attacks were delivered 
against us, and the enemy contented 
themselves with bombarding our 
trenches. A heavy battery was knocked 
out by our artillery fire. 

“One of our prisoners, a Saxon pro- 
fessor, who was captured on the first 
day he entered the field, stated that, in 
his opinion, Germany realized that she 
had failed in her object and was only 
fighting in order to obtain good terms- 
What his opinion is worth remains to 
be seen. 


‘‘During the afternoon a German aero- 
plane was captured, quite uninjured. 

“On Nov. 2, on our left, the pressure 
still was kept up toward Ypres, and, at 
first, our line was once more forced 
back, but it was restored toward even- 
ing by a vigorous advance carried out in 
co-operation with the French, who were 
rendering us very timely assistance. 

“The maximum effort of the Germans 
en this day, however, was more to the 
south of Ypres, as if to drive a wedge 
between that town on the north and Ar- 
mentieres on the south, and the bom- 
bardment of our positions in this quarter 
of the field was especially heavy, though 
it was well replied to by a concentric 
fire from our guns and those of the 
French. 

“The French delivered a counter at- 
tack in the direction of Wytschaete, 
which remained disputed ground, flerce- 
ly blazing amidst hail of shell from etn 
sides.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Foot and 
mouth disease prevalent among cattle In 

14 states is communicable to humans. 

ihe Department of Agriculture an- 


serious. The department urged, however, 
that humans keep away from diséased 
cattle to avoid spreading of the infec- 
tion, and recommended the use of pas- 
teurized milk. 

“It has been demonstrated by ex- 
been -‘made in 
Denmark and Germany that pasteuriza- 
tion will serve as a safeguard against 
rontagion from the foot and mouth dia- 
ease just as readily as it does against 
typhoid fever,’’ the department states 
‘hut in any event it must be thoroughiv 
done—the milk must be heated to 145 
degrees Fahrenheit and held at this 
temperature for 30 minutes. 

‘In this country the foot and mouth 
disease has been so rare that there 
are few recorded cages of its transmis 
sion to human beings. In adults the 
centagion causes suth symptoms as 
sore mouths; painful swallowing, fever 
and occasional eruptions on the hands 
and finger tips. ~While discomforting. 
the disease is rarely serious.’’

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—Grace Polhe- 
mus, 18 years old, daughter of Arthur 
Polhemus, manager of an ice company. 


is dying at her parents’ home in Brook- 
lyn of hydrophobia. 

The girl was bitten by a stray cat she 
was petting Nov. 13, 1913, and not a 
symptom of hydrophobia showed until 
Nov. 7, just six days less than a year 
from the time she was injured. 

The bite of the cat was little more 
than a scratch on the back of the right 
wrist. Mrs. Polhemus took her daughter 
to Dr. Theodore L. Vossler and had the 
wound cauterized. The cat, which had 
also bitten a man and a boy, was gent 
to the Board of Health for observation. 

Mr. and Mrs. Polhemus sent Grace to 
the Pasteur Institute, where she was 
subjected to 21 injections of serum. The 
cat died three days later. An examina- 
tion had showed it had rabies. The 
girl’s wound healed within a few days. 
Up to Friday last Grace attended school. 
That evening she complained of sore 
throat. The next day the soreness was 
more acute, 


Dr. Vossler, remembering the cat 


bite, decided on biooa tests and 
found the girl had well- developed hydro- 
phobia. Several physicians confirmed 
the diagnosis. That afternoon Grace had 
The girl is now paralyzed 
down to her waist. F ood is given to her 
only by injection, and a solution of qui- 
nine’ and urea is being injected into 
her veins. This is a new treatment. Dr. 
Vossler said death was only a matter 


of a short time.

He 
advised her to return to her husband, 
but said that if she did not do so he 
was ready to marry when she shoul 
be free of Neely. 

This letter apparently was one which 
‘“Bill’’ had promised to write to Mrs. 
Neely so that she could show it to her 
relatives. It did not contain the en- 
dearing terms which’ characterized 
‘Bill’s’’ other long love letters, found 
in Mrs. Neely’s effects in the Terminal 
Hotel room, 

The trouble between the Neelys start- 
ed, Brown said, when Neely found this 
man’s card in his wife’s pocketbook. 

Brown said he did not know Tibbetts, 
or Tippetts, but understod he was in the 
oil business at Cushing. “Bill’s’’ love 
letters to Mrs. Neely indicated his 
office was in the same building with 
Neely’s. 

Homicide and ‘Suicide Verdict. 

The brothers went from police head- 
quarters to the inquest at the Coroner's 
office, where a verdict of homicide and 
suicide was returned. The only witness- 
es were Terminal Hotel attaches, who 
told of the Neelys registering there 
Tuesday night and of their bodies being 
found yesterday morning. There were 
nine bullets in Mrs. Neely’s body and 
one bullet through Neely’s head. 

Guy Brown, after the inquest, said 
the Neelys had been married about five 
years and had lived in New York, Penn- 
sylvania and Oklahoma. The brothers 
never had been in close touch with Mrs. 
Neely’s domestic affairs, they said, and 
she never had complained of Neely’s 
treatment. They said she came to their 
home after a separation from her hus- 
band and that Neely came to Richmond 
Sunday, leaving the next. day with his 
wife, ostensibly to return to Oklahoma. 
They will take their sister’s body to 
Richmond for burial.

service whatever and his litigants will have to 
suffer for this derelicition of duty.

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SHOT IN LONDON TOWER. 

That the Tower of London should have been 
selected as the place for executing sentence on 
Carl Hans Lody, German spy, is one of the re- 
markable minor features of the war.

The manner of Lody’s 
execution seems to dignify espionage, just as the 
execution there of some great personages in past 
history seemed to dignify treason.

A man and his wife, who had been separated, 
met and, apparently reconciled, engaged a room— 
and were found shot to death the next morning. 
There were nine bullets in the woman's body; one 
bullet through the man’s head. The revolver 
was found gripped in-his right hand. Ardent let- 
ters to the woman, found in the room, written by 
her lover, indicated that the lover was a business 
associate of her husband and that she was con- 
templating divorce in order to marry him. It was 
2 bloody bit of commonplace, with its ugly and its 
pathetic features. But the commonness of it, the 
cheapness, the hard cruelty and horror of what 
transpired in that room were not wholly unre- 
lleved—not without a softer aspect—not without 
a real appeal to human hearts. Hideous as the 
tragedy was, it was comprehensible. Its hero and 
its heroine died for that same love which has made 
some classic tragedies sublime. 
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WARD OCOENTER PUBLIO MARKETS. 

Back of the overshadowing foreign fighting and 
home campaigning of the past three months, a 
new theme of first-class interest has arisen to 
claim the attention of American city governments. 

Discussed in many cities, adopted in a few, the 
idea that several ward center public markets will 
promote more market basket trading than one big 
city center market, and so do more to lower thé 
cost of living, has assumed almost the pro- 
portions of a national issue. 

Women’s economic leagues have indorsed the 
ward market plan wherever it has come up for 
discussion. They say ward markets, being handy 
for growers on all sides of a city, call more pro- 
duce into being and into competition than a 
single central city market, however large, can 
accommodate. They say thousands of housewives 
who won’t ride long distances, basket on arm, to 
a central city market, will gladly patronize near- 
by ward markets. 

Ward markets vs. a new central city market 
bids fair to become a live issue in St. Louis in 
the near future.

Almost too familiar again to be quoted, events 
have given new point to one of the ballads of 
the poet lauyeaté of the British army:

(Poor beggars, it’s blue with our bones.)

When the widow at Windsor says “stop.” 
(Poor beggars, we're sent to say “stop.”) 
The changes are great since Kipling wrote this. 
The widow herself now sleeps at Windsor. How- 
ever they may have behaved to her, Kings show 
little inclination to come down or Emperors to 
frown when ber grandson says “stop.” The goods 
in his shop are being roughly g@andled. 
But the salting down with bones still continues. 
Never before has the salting down been. going 
on at such a rate as during the last 90 days.

Every boy or girl who has gazed into the sky 
on a clear, moonless night and marveled at the 
countless stars in the infinite black void, has ever 
afterward had some sort of sympathy with the 
belief that the stars may be connected with the 
destiny of humanity. Later on, when the cares 
of adult life fill the mind, the youthful wonder is 
only recalled at odd moments or vanishes alto- 
gether. ' 

The latest discovery of astronomy will revive 
that feeling of awe and mystery in those not too 
engrossed in the material to be affected by it. 
That discovery is that the total number of the 
stars closely approximates the total number of 
buman beings existing at one time on this planet. 
In other words, there is a star shining in the sky 
for every person on earth. The universe, once 
supposed to be infinite, is now believed to have 
bounds. That is to say, while space may have 
no limit, the number of stars in space has actually 
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says: 

The latest studies on the subject of the 
number as well as the light of the stars, have 
been made at the Royal Observatory at 
Greenwich, England. The late Franklin 
Adams succeeded in making a set of 206 pho- 
tographs covering the entire sky. After 
counts were made on these pictures, from 
which the brightness of the self-luminous 
bodies between practically the twelfth and 
seventeenth magnitudes could be inferred, it 
was concluded that they recorded about 
55,000,000 stars. From this a formula was 
determined showing the change of number in 
passing from one magnitude to another. With 
these figures it was reasoned that the aggre- 
gate humber of stars is not less than 1,000,- 
000,000, probably not more than 2,000,000,000, 
and probably approximately 1,600,000,000, the 
estimated present population of the earth. In 
making computations it was inferred that 
there would be as many stars fainter than 
magnitude 23 or 24 as there are brighter.

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SOLDIERS’ MENTAL DISBASES. 
From the Journal of the American Medical 
Association. 

The mental anguish, depicted by the 
\nNumerous tales of suicide, madness 
and desertions among soldiers, to say 
nothing of mental frensy expressing 
itself in wanton murder, that have 
come to ws from our ill-fated friends 
across the sea, leads us to realize 
that there have been made as yet no 
scientific studies of the effect of war 
on the minds of officers and enlisted 
men in the army. 

Fortunately for our Nation, there 
has been no opportunity to study the 
effect, on a large body of men, of 
short rations, loss of sleep, great 
emotionalism, exhausting exposure 
excessive physical exertion, homesick- 
ness, etc., yet these in combination 
produce a strain that might well 
prove fatal to the equilibrium of 
many a mind that in regular routine 
would show no weakness. To be men- 
tally sound in such conditions is of 
more importance than to pass the 
eyesight test, or to be typhoid proof. 

In the light of modern psychiatry 

it is rumored that more than one 
great battle has been lost by a Gen- 
eral who was in the early stages of 
paresis, and doubtless dozens of men 
who have met the fate of deserters 
had their doom written in their 
brains. Although the mental effects 
of war strain have not been studied, 
our War Department has been carry- 
ing on, under the Surgeon-General’s 
advice, a very interesting inquiry 
concerning the mental status of the 
army. The studies show that the men- 
tally digeased, and those who are 
congenitally or otherwise mentally 
defective, form an important prob- 
lem in armies and navies. 
Of all the 
or external causes, practically speak- 
ing, one-fifth are on account of men- 
tal disease in some form. That is to 
say, out of 1062 men discharged in 
1912 on account of disability from al! 
causes, more than 200 were found to 
be mentally diseased or defective 
during the year; and these did not 
include the retirements for neuras- 
thenia or hysteria.

Tennessee School Ranks With 
Country’s 117 Leading Edu- 
cational Institutions. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov. 12.—Recogni- 
tion by the Association of American Uni- 
versities, which places it in the same 
rank with the South's 10 leading educa- 
tional institutions and on a par with 117 
other leading universities of the United 
States, is a new honor that has just been 
bestowed upon the University of Tennes- 
see. This rating is probably the most 
coveted of any, and Tennessee boasts 
three of the 10 institutions in the South 
that have won it. The other two are 
Vanderbilt University and the ti" 
sity of the South. 

By this recognition, the bachelor’s de- 


y |#Tee is placed on a par with the largest 


colleges in the country and is accorded 
recognition by the University ~f Berlin, 
which heretofore had been bestowed only 
upon colleges that were members of the 
association. 

There are now 118 colleges in the Unit- 
led States that are in this rated class 
and graduates with the bachelor’s degree 
will not only be admitted to the Univer- 
sity of Berlin, and to other German uni- 
versities, but will be given one year's 
advance toward the doctor’s degree. 

That the recognition is especially note- 
worthy on behalf of the local institution 
is Ulustrated by the fact that of the col- 
leges in the South, the University of 
Tennessee is conducted on the smallest 
financial appropriation of any.

RESERVE BOARD 


Banks Must Be Able to Liquidate 
Third of Investments in 
Thirty Days. 


By Wire From the Washi Bu- 
reau of the Post- 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—In view of 
the opening of the Federal Reserve 
banking system Monday the Federal 
Reserve Board outlined today the dis- 
count policy which it believes should be 
pursued by the Federal Reserve banks 
when the new system is put into opera- 
tion. 

The board says it must be borne in 
mind that although exports are showing 
a gratifying increase, there is still a 
large cash balance due to Buropean 
countries for which gold may be de- 


jmanded and that a large quantity of 


American securities, held abroad, may 
be returned to the United States. More 
than $300,000,000 of emergency currency 
must be gradually retired. 

The statement of the board adds that 
the tremendous destruction of property 
and waste of capital will not only check 
the flow of European savings to the 
United States, but may dispose foreign 
investors to return us the securities they 
now hold. 

Will Protect Gold Holdings. 

The board holds that the function of 
the Federat Reserve banks should be 
used to extend credit facilities. On the 
other hand, the banks will be expected 
to protect the gold holdings of this 
country. 

In describing commercial paper which 
will be eligible for discount under the 
new system the board prescribes that 
nc bill shall be admitted to rediscount 
by Federal reserve banks, the proceeds 
of which have been or are to be applied 
to permanent investment. The board 
holds that maturities of discounted bills 
should be well distributed. 

The board claims that the Federal 
Reserve Banks should be in a position 
to liquidate, whenever such a course is 
necessary, substantially one-third of al! 
their investments within a period of 30 
days. Departure from this principle 
will endanger the safety of the system. 

The board calls attention to the fact 
that safety not only requires that the 
bills held by the Federal] Reserve Banks 
should be of short and well distributed 
maturities, but should be of such char- 
acter that it is reasonably certain they 
can be liquidated when they mature. 
They should represent in every case the 
vrogression of goods from producer to 
consumer. 


Vaturity Not te Exeeed Six Months. 
The board will require that on and 


after Jan. 15, 1915, no paper shall, be 
discounted or purchased by Federal 
Reserve Banks that does not bear on 
it the evidence that it 1s eligible for 
rediscount and that the seller of the 
paper has given a statement to the 
member bank. 

The Federal Reserve Board has fixed 
upon 2 per cent of its paid-in capital 
stock, as the amount to which a Fed- 
eral reserve bank may discount notes, 
drafts and bills drawn or issued for ag- 
ricultural purposes and having a matur- 
ity not exceeding six months. 

For those districts in which, during 
certain seasons, six months paper is 
particularly required to carry through 
agricultural operations, the limit wil] be 
increased from time to time upon re- 
quests made by Federal reserve banks 
to the Federal Reserve Board. 

Banks will not exercise all the func- 
tions given them by Congress during 
the first few months of their existence. 
The Reserve Board today outlined this 
plan of operations: 

Acceptance of deposits of reserves 
from member banks. 

Discount of bills of exchange and 
commercial paper. 

Acceptance of deposits of checks 
drawn by member banks on any reserve 
bank or member bank in a reserve or 
central reserve city within their Federa) 
reserve districts. ; 

Other functions, it was announced. 
would be put in operation as the estab- 
lishment of efficient organisation per- 
mitted.

OF VERA CRUZ NOT SET 


Official Advices to Washington 
Say Mexican Leaders 8till 


Are Parleying. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Presideut 
wilson and his advisors today awaited 
further news of conditions in Mexico 
before determining upon a date for the 
evacuation of Vera Cruz. Inasmuch as 
as all factions in Mexico have agreed 
to the American demands for guaran- 
tee, belief was expressed that the troops 
would be ordered to leave the southern 
port as soon as conditions make it pos- 
sible. The United States promised some 
time ago to order the evacuation when 
the guarantees it sought were complied 
with. 

Carranza granted amnesty to the Mex- 
icans who worked for the American 
Government at Vera Crus and gave or- 
ders against the reimposition of taxes 
of customs paid to American officials. 
Other ‘factions assented through an 
order adopted at the Aguascalientes 
convention. 

Official advices indicated the political 
situation in the southern republic had 
not cleared and other reports stated 
parleys among the factional leaders con- 
tinued.

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 
today, says: 
“The most important development in 


the financial situation today was the 
sharp decline in foreign exchange rates 
to the lowest that has obtained since the 
war started. The fall in rates was on a 
very small volume of business, and re- 
sulted more than anything else from a 
decrease in the demand for exchange.

This, compared with a quotation of 
: & week ago, and 4.964% a month 
ago. Inasmuch as 4:90 is ordinarily re- 
garded as the gold export basis, it ma 
be said that the foreign exchange mar 
is now almost normal again. The quota- 
tion of a year ago was 4.847%. 

“Owing to the. fact that the violent 
rise in foreign exchange was the cause 
of most disturbance when the war first 
began, this sharp decline today over; 
shadowed in importance all other fac- 
a which were influential in the mar-
